( '^Salton of rainfall today halted raging flood waters in the 
upper ( )hio V a l l e y , but no danger appeared downstream as the 
over flow moved southwards, rendering thousands homeless 
and causing wide-spread suffering. 
In addition to thousands of dollars damage, five deaths were 
caused by the flood and four persons were reported missing. 
One man was drowned in Maryland; a woman died of a heart 
attack sup rinduced by flood excitement in Johnstown and 


t h r e e railroad section hands were killed while digging away a 
landslide near McKeesport. 
I wo men and two women were 
known to have been in an automobile which plunged off a 
bridge near Orange, Virginia. 
I brei* to four thousand residents of Wheeling Island, once 
more evacuated their homes as the mighty waters raged into 
Virginia on their journey down the Ohio. 
The river was still 
rising at the rate of almost a foot an hour. 
Rising to a predicted crest of 36 feet, I I feet above flood 
levels, the flood waters eddied into downtown Pittsburgh 
streets and sent scores of families in low suburban sections 
from their homes. A quick “run off” was expected once the 
crest is reached early this afternoon. 
At Johnstown, the “flood city, 
the flood danger was defi­ 
nitely over, barring unexpected renewals of rain. Two feet of 
water flowed in the business section at the crest.
